During the war he was lieu- 
tepant-colonel of the Forty-second Indiana 
regiment and colonel of the Eighth Indiana 
regiment. He was twice wounded. He has 
been a member of the Indiana state legisla- 
jure. Colonel Denby was requested to accept 
the nomination to congress from the first 
Indiana congressional district, but declined, 
and has devoted his time almost exclusively 
to the legal profession. He was indorsed by 
the eutire Indiana delegation and by promi- 
nent men outside that state.

EDMUNDS’S VISIT TO ENGLAND, 


How the Vermont Senator Came to be In- 
vited Over by the House of Lords, 


Wasuincton, May 29.—There is a great deal 
of interest taken by public men in Senator 
Edmund’s invitation to goto England to tes- 
tify before the house of lords, It has been in- 
correctly stated that he would appear before 
parliament. He is notin thecity. Senator Mor- 
rill, from Vermont, says that the house of lords 
is sitting now as a court for the examination 
of various questions. Its sittings correspond 
to those of our supreme court. He says that 
it is entirely without precedent to invite any 
of our public men or lawyers to appear before 
it as witnesses to explain away any of the 
topics considered by them. He has no idea 


of the subject to be explained by Mr. 
Edmund. The junior Vermont. sen- 
ator is very well known in England 


and has quite a large acqnaintance in the 
house of lords. When the high joint commis- 
sion was here Mr. Edmunds became very well 
acquainted with the English members, and he 
bas visited England several times and has 


been very generally received in London 
society. e met Lord Coleridge 
when he was here. His wide ac- 
quaintance with English law and his 
position as chairman of the judiciary 


committee in the senate would naturally make 
him the lawyer to be selected if the English 
lords should desire to consult any American 
authority upon the subject of ourlaws. His 
wife and daughter will accompany him. Itis 
said by some that there is acertain bit of 
diplomacy behind all this, and that Mr.

Eleven Persons were Suddenly 


Drowned in Nebraska, 

Lixcotn, Neb., May 29.—A special to the 
Siate Journal from Indianola gives the follow- 
ipg particulars of the bursting of a water- 
spout Tuesday evening: A party of*seventeen 
Tibetans, en route to gore 3 Creek, camped 
in Richman canon, half a mile of Republican 
river, and nine miles east of this place. At 
dark a heavy rain set in, and about 10 o’elock 
a waterspout burst a short distance above, 
flooding the heretofore dry canon to a depth 
of fifteen feet. This came down 
the canon in waves, each rising a _ foot 
or two higher than its predecessor. 

The 
one nearest the bed of the stream was occupied 
by John Mack, his wife andson; the center 
one by John Osmer, his wife and four chil- 
dren and two other childrén; the third by 
Joseph Havelic, wife and three children. 
When the tlood struck the wagons Havelic 
was the first to srouse. He jumped up, grasped 
the wagon tongue and attempted to pull the 
wagon out ofthe water. The rushing waters 
overpowered them, however, and eleven were 
drowned.

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TERRY HANGED. 


THE END OF A FRIGHTFUL CARO: 
LINA TRAGEDY. 


The Story of Terry’s Midnight Murder Near El- 
berton—Compli Which Lend Iaterest 
to the Naravtive—The Governor He- 
epites William Zaylor, Hic. 


ost — 


CoLtumbia, &. C., May 29.—William Taylor, 
colored, the wife murderer who was sentenced 
to be hanged to-day at Marion, has been re- 
spited for thirty days by Governor Thomp- 
son. Such heavy efforts are making in his 
behalf that it is doubtful if he will ever be 
hanged. 

The hanging of John Terry to-day at Barn< 
well was devoid of sensational incidents. He 
confessed his crime and professed a lively 
hope for heaven. Crowds of negroes who 
came to town for miles around the country to 
see the fun were refused admittanco in the 
jail. The sheriff conducted the performance 
quietly and secretly. 

Onthe night of May 29, 1884, a white 
preacher named John G. Sessions was mur- 
dered in the most brutal manner, and exactly 
one year alter the commission of that henious 
crime Jobn Terry, a negro man, is immolated 
on the accursed gallows tree to satisfy violated 
law and outraged justice. That he commitied 
the crime his own lips confessed, and out of 
his own mouth came words of self-condemna- 
tion. A more diabolical murder than this is 
not chronicled in the court records of South 
Carolina. That Terry richly deserved his 
punishmenteverybody in Barnwell county, 
white and black, alike openly admit. 

HISTORY OF THR CRIME. 

It was on the night of May 29th—just a 
twelve month agone—when the white minister 
and his murderer reached Elberton on the 
reilway train and got off at the station. The 
two were seen to withdraw from the depot. 
Nobody ever again saw Sessions alive. Hoe 
had been summoned to come to this place to 
transact some business for his friend, 8. A. 
Wood, a merchant near here. John Terry, 
who bore him the invitation to his home in 
Kershaw county, was employed by Wood. 

THE PREACHER MISSED, 

As neither Sessions nor Terry was seen for 
some days, Wood and others who knew of the 
minister’s intended visit, began making in- 
quiries. A few days afterward Ben Carson, 
Terry’s brother-in-law, came to Wood’s house. 
When questioned he asseverated that he knew 
nothing about the missing men. About ten 
days later light was thrown on the mystery in 
this way: About a month after Sessions’s mys- 
terious disappearance John Terry was arrested 
in Beaufort county for complicity in an at- 
tempted murder of another man, and while 
under arrest confessed to a fellow prisoner 
that he knew something about 
Seesions’s murder and vouchsafed 
the information that he knew where the body 
lay concealed. He stated further thatS. A. 
Wood and others had a partin thecrime. He 
stated also that Session’s brother-in-law had a 
hand inthe murder, asdid also two colored 
men named Eli Easiey and Stepheny Robin- 
son, who lived near Wood’s place. All these 
parties were thereupon arrested, except Car- 
son, who fled the state. 

THE BODY FOOD FOR DOGS. 

It was not till the end of the following Jal 
that the dead gy body was tound. It 
was discovered ina thick pine wood not far 
from Elberton, the of the 
great riots a few years 
ago. Dogshad dragged it fromthe shallow 
gravein which it had been buried. One side 
of the skull was crushed in as by a blow with 
a heavy blunt instrument. Inthe grave was 
found an iron coupling pin, one side of which 
fitted exactly the indentation in the skull. 
The body was identified. 

LEGAL PrOCEEDINGS. 

At the next term ofthe criminal court the 
case se to the grand jury. ‘No bill” 
was found against Easley and Robinson, but 
8. A. Wood and John Terry were brought to 
trial. The defendants’ cases were severed. 
Wood was tried and found guilty of being an 
accessory after the fact. As the evidence was 
almost wholly circumstantial, the jury recom- 
mended him to mercy and he was sentenced 
to nine months imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. An appeal was taken and the case is 
now pending in the supreme court, Wood be- 
ing out on bail the while. 

A TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 

Terry did not get off so easily. Atthe March 
term of court Terry was arraigned for trial. 
He employed two of the leading members of 
the Barnwell bar to defend him, and be it said 
to their credit they managed his case with 
fidelity, earnestness and signal ability. 
Stepbeny Robinson was. the rincipal 
witness for the state. He testified that 
on the Sunday morning after Sessions’s disap- 
pearance, John Terry came to his house and 
told him to get a spade and goto Mr. Woods, 
who was out in the forest near the latter’s res- 
idence. Robinson got the spade and followed 
Terry to the place indicated. Wood and Car- 
son were in waiting for them. As soon as 
Robinson came up he heard Carson say: 
“There he is!”’ and looking in the direction

Near the body was a coupling pin. 
Carson and Terry then dug 
a hole and threw into it 


the corpse and coupling pin, and covered them 
over with earth. Robinson was warned b 
Carson and Terry never to mention the mat- 
ter. Other strong points rendered the chain 
pretty complete. So damaging was the tes- 
timony in fact that rag. 3 ad little trouble 
in concluding that John Terry was the 
chief actorin this dismal pertormance, and 
that the others were his abettors. A convic- 
tion accordingly was reached. The presiding 
judge, with great solemnity, sentenced the 
murderer to be hanged to-day. It was not 
cdieclosed atthe trial nor since what was the 
motive which induced Terry to dye his hands 
with his fellow man’s blood. Was it cupidity 
or revenge? None could answer. With a view 
of solving the mystery,if possible,the governor 
was appealed to last week. The lawyers im- 
portuned him to ant a commutation 
of the death daptence or at least 
a respite, but after matburely considering the 
case in all its details, he refused to interfere 
with the course of justice. He said: “The law 
must take its course.” This stern and irre- 
vocable decree of his excellency was made 
known to the doomed fellow in his dismal 
lodgings last Saturday. Whereupon the hope- 
less culprit voluntarily confessed that he was 
the murderer of the dead preacher; that bad 
whisky and the persuasion of B. A. Carson 
caused him to do the deed. He said that no 
other person had any hand init. Nothing is 
known tne a0 nate eae whereabouts, and 
thus tar no efforts have been made to capture 
him.

PROVING HIS CHARACTER. 


The Witnesses Telling What a Nice Young 
Man Oluverius Is, 

Ricuméxn, May 29.—At the opening of the 
court in the Cluverius trial this morning Mr. 
Evens, of counsel for the defense, announced” 
that ene of his colleagues, Mr. Pollafd, had 
been taken sick during the night and would 
be unable to appear in court before noon, 
to which time-a recess was taken 
by the court. An order was read 
this Morning, changing the time of thé meet- 
ing of the June term of the court from the 
first to the fourth Monday of that month. The 
reason for this action of Judge Atkins is that 
the trial of this case, which has already occu- 
pied the whole ofthe May term, cannot bo 
coneluded before the commencement of the 
regular June term. 

At 12 o’cfock the court resumed its session. 
Mr. Evans stated that Mr. Pollard was still 
unable to appear, but that the defense was 
ready to proceed without him.

Hesawthe prisoner at one of 
the meetings about 9 o’clock at night, but did 
not -ember the date of the meeting.- At this 
point the defense stated they were through 
wit) their testimony with the exception of 
one or two witnesses, who were not present, 
and that in order to avoid delay the prosecu- 
tiex might proceed with any rebuttal testimo- 
ny tusy might have. 

The prosecution then recalled Captain Epps 
and questioned him as to the accuracy of some 
stat ments made by William B. 
Cherius, brother of the prisoner, 
during his examination. Captain Epps con- 
tradicted the testimony of the prisoner’s 
brother in a number of essential points. 

Calvert Harris, colored, testified to the 
transaction he had with the prisoner in con- 
nection with getting the watch belonging to 
witness from Herman Joel. The prisoner 
made him pay $2.50 for the magistrate’s in- 
dorsement on the order for the watch. 

Several other witnesses were called, but 
feiled to answer, and the court, at 5:30 p. m,, 
adjourned until to-morrow. Meanwhile the 
counsel will devote their time to the examina- 
tion of other letters, etc. 


THE NEWS FROM CHINA. 


A Vice Royalty for the Western Provinces— 
Cor tiscating Church Property, 

San Franciseo, May 29.—The steamer City 
of New York arrived here at 9:30 this morn- 
ing, bringing Hong Kong dates to May 2d and 
Yokohama dates tothe 12th. The overland 
China mail says dispatches from Viernoe state 
that the Chinese government intends to create 
a separate vice royalty for all the western pro- 
vinces of central Asia, with the center of ad- 
ministration at Urumtsi, near the Russian 
frontier. The Chinese government is consid- 
ering a proposition to confiscate all the temple 
(church) lands in the province of Kiangrian, 
and to remove the priests and nuns to Kash- 
garia as colonists. 

Yokohama was the scene ofan extraordi- 
nery occurrence on May 6th. As the British 
men of war Agamemnon, Sapphire, and Swift 
steamed into port, the Russian war ship Vlad- 
imir Monomakh, commanded by Admiral 
Crown, commander in chief of 
Russian squadron in these seas, piped 
the? quarter, manned the guns ‘and made 
every preparation forimmediate action. It is 
stated that had so much as a rifle been fired 
from the Russian vessel the Agamemnon 
would have rammed her. No explanation of 
the affair was made by the Russian comman- 


der. 

About thirty thonsand persons in Corea are 
said to be prepared to rise against the govern- 
ment and overthrow it, and drive all foreign- 
ers, including the Japanese from the country. 
Notice has been posted in a prominent place 
in Seoul, warning the people to leave the 
capital, as a disinrbance is expected to occur 
May 31. The notice says the castle will be 
burned and its occupants killed.

THE INDIAN TRAIL. 


THE FEARFUL ATROCITIES OF THE 
SAVAGES. 


4 Child’s Brains Dashed Against the Wall, and the 
Body Skewered Upon a Meat Hook—Mex. 
icans Murdered, and Women aad 
Children in Terror—Men Arming. 


Demine, N. M., May 29.—It is now learned 
that 35 Chiricahuas rode up to the adobe 
building, five miles north of Silver City, 
Wednesday evening, and killed the occupants, 
a Mexican, his wife and three children. Then 
came on within two miles of Silver City to 
another hut, and after shooting the Mexican 
inmate, took his two-year-old child by the 
feet and striking its head against the wall of 
the house, hung the little one on the meat 
hook in the wall. The Mexican was badly 
wounded, but is still alive. 

A special from Deming, N. M., says the In- 
dians who passed Camp Fieming Wednesday 
night, killed five men within five miles of Sil- 
ver City. A company of volunteers from Silver 
City is in pursuit of the Indians. The military 
are doipg nothing. Intense excitement pre- 
vails. The town wasjguarded last night to guard 
against surprise. 

Captain Maddens struck Geronimo’s band 
of Apaches Wednesday, on the upper Gila 
river and drove them into the mountains 
where he expected they would give battle yes- 
terday, but they evaded him. Several ranches 
about eight miles from here have been plun- 
dered and destroyed. A family of 
five Mexicans were killed Wednesday 
night four miles from Silver City. Three 
children were brained. Another Mexican was 
shot, but managed to escape with his wife. 
Yesterday morning George’s ranch, two miles 
from Fort Bayard, was aitacked and an Amer- 
ican was wounded. The Indians are heading 
for Black mountains. A party of citizens have 
left hereto warn and protect the settlers on 

tio Mimbres. 
up the trail at noon yesterday. 

A special from Stein’s pass says the Indians 
have been sighted in the canon a short dis- 
tance out and it is believed that they will at- 
tempt to go through the pass.

Travelers who arrived last night from Lake 
Valley and Chloride, New Mexico, report that 
there are marauding Indians near both those 
places, and the inhabitants are greatly excited 
and under arms.

Couriers have been dis- 
patched to Sacremento mountains to warn the 
people of their danger. 


THE NORTHWEST TERRITORY. 


Bodies Found Horribly Mutllated by the 
Indians, 


BattLerorD, N. W.T., May 29.—Inspector 
Peters and twenty mounted police have ar- 
rived from General Strange’s column, which 
has reached Fort Pitt. Peters reports Pitt 
burned. Policeman Cown’s body was found 
there horribly mutilated, the heart being cut 
cutand impaled on a pole near the body. 
Peters was also at Frog lake, where he dis- 
covered the bodies of the people massacreed 
there by Big Bear’s Indians. A corpse 
supposed to be that of Mrs. Gowan- 
lock was found in the well, with both legs 
severed near the thighs and the arms above 
the elbows.

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Abolishing Slavery in Brazil. 

New York, May 29.—The steamer Advance, 
which arrived here today from Rio de Janerio, 
brings advices to the effect that the new min- 
istery of Brazil has adopted a programme for 
the abolition of slavery, of which the follow- 
ing is a synopsis: ‘General registry of all 
slaves, with the declaration of the value of 
each slave registered, subject to a yearly de- 
preciation ot five per cent, making the maxi- 
mum value of slaves of sixty years at two 
hundred milreis each. Slaves over 
sixty yeara of age will have no monetary 
value, but will be obliged to serve for the 
term of three years. The existing emancipa- 
tion fund will be continued, and in addition 
a new fund will be created from the tax of five 
per cent on all public revenues, except exports, 
and indemnification will be made to the slave 
owners in five per cent bonds to one-half the 
value of each slave, and service of five years 
in payment of the remainder. The 
government witl accept the alteration of the 
above programme.

THE WAR AT AN END.

It is generally thought that 
ex President Gonzalez will endeavor to vindicate 
himself. His friends are reported as saying that 
be will precipitate a revolution before submitting, 
It looks asit the government had been preparing 
for this conflict, and asif the Gonzalez pa ty will 
be pressed toanend.

Passing through 
the basement be quietly walked into the storeand 
interrupted the burglar just as he was coming 
from behind the counter. Keating ordered him 
tostop, but.the negro dashed through a window 
and started to run.

AvovstA, Ga., May £9.—[Special.]— Augusta has 
been in a terrible commotion to day over the p> 
tition of President Raoul to connect the Port Roya 
and the Augusta and Knoxville railroads through 
the streets of Augusta, over other than the street 
railroad tracks, over which he has to pay heavy 
royalties on all freights. A mass meeting of citi- 
zens to-day could not agree as to the expediency of 
the connection, fearing Mr. Raoul would use it 
to further discriminate against Augusta. The 
mass meeting adjourned to enable the comncil to 
ascertain the city’s rights in the matter, .:d to 
find out what inducements Mr. Raou' ~ aid offer. 
President Patrick Walsh, of the st:..c railroad, 
said if the citizens would stand by him he would 
remove all arbitrary charges against Augusta’s in- 
dustries, for which the street railroad has become 
famous. Ata meéting of the council to-night the 
railroad committee reported tbat Mr. Raoul was 
willing to pay the city for the privilege 
of connection twenty-five per cent of 
whet he claims he has to pay unjastly 
to the street railroad. It seemed forawhile that 
his petition would meet with fayor, and the coun- 
cil was about to refer the matter again to 
a conference of citizens and‘council, when sudden- 
ly, by a return to the old ring tactics for which the 
Augusta council is famous, the petition of Raoul 
wes declined by Mayor May breaking the tie vote. 
The war between the Central system and the Au- 
gusta street railroad is thus fully re-opened, Mr. 
Raoul says he will run a belt road around Augusta 
if his petition is notigranted, for he will not stand 
the street road royalties. He has already had his 
belt road surveyed.

The committee is competent to make up 
its own mind and need no suggesiions.

Thecity cannot rely on the present 
source of supply, for even a few years. Taat 
source is miserably inadequate, and is rapid- 
ly becoming noisome, if itis not so already. 
Let us Jearn a lesson from experience. The 
investigation of the Plymouth epidemic has 
discovered that 


just been concluded, It is 
the whole city was poisoned by the excreta of 
oneman. A citizen named Davis had been 
sick with the typhoid fever from January 2d, 
and was slowly recovering. His excreta had 
been emptied into a vault near his house and 
on the frozen ground. The spring thaw 
canred an overflow and the contents of this 
yeult were swept into a ravine that led into 
the city reservoir. The germs of the disease 
were thus carried into the reservoir and 
distributed in pipes throughout the city. In 
thirteen days from the thaw, the epidemic 
began—that being the period of incubation 
for typhoid fever. Nearly seven hundred 
people were thus poisoned by the drainage 
of one vauit into the reservoir. 

Atlanta is safeso far. Her water is shown 
to be pure by analysis, which is approved by 
experience. Our death rate is exceedingly 
and record is yet wun- 

marred by epidemic. Bat we 
know that this cannot last. We know 
that in a few years the present source of sup- 
ply will be subject to one thousand such 
contingencies, asin one single instance, de- 
populated Piymonuth. be brave 
enough and wise enough to meet the danger 
before it has desolated our homes. There is 
no man, who has thought of the matter, who 
does not know that Atlanta must, sooner or 
later, make the supreme sacrifice of her ex- 
istence for pure and abundant water. She 
bas the courage to make this sacrifice when- 
ever it is demanded of her, and the resources 
to make it effectively. Let us see’to it that 
it is not made too late—when its heaviest 
burden will be the sorrow that has preceded 
it and pestilence that made it necessary. 
We urge every member of the committee to 
give time and study and research to the 
problem presented to him. 
THE WORK EXTENDING ABROAD. 

The suggestion of the Y. M. C. A. building 
in Atlanta is bearing [fruit in unexpected 
places. Itis announced inthe Macon paper 
that a movement for a similar building wil! 
be started in that city. It says that Macon 
does not need sach a thing 99 ba ily as Atisn- 
tadoes.

other city in the south, on notice, that we are 
going to set them a pattern in this matter. 
We will put up a building that all of them 
may emulate, and the best of them will not 
surpass. We shall give it a hearty, practical, 
common-sense administration, that we be- 
lieve will be unique and effective. 

Richmond has been at work for a year and 
bas raised ‘about $40,000. New Orleans is 
trying, Selma bas entered the competition. 
There isa thoyement in Memphis. Knox- 
ville has signified her intention to try her 
hand for a $50,000 building. And now comes 
Macon—needing such a building a little bit, 
but notso bedig as Atlanta needs it. All 
right. Weare the good work is spread- 
ing. The little town of Marion( Ala.) has 
set usall an example by erecting the first 
Y.M C.A. buildingin the south. Atlanta 
follows her lead, and summons al! her sister 
cities to join this honorable and high pufs 
posed competition—whether they are better 
or worse than Atlanta. We are all bad 
enough for practical purposes. 

GEORGIA’S NEW BONDS. 

We regret to find the following evidence of 
misapprehension—or something worse—in 
the editorial columns of so highly esteemed a 
contemporary as the New York Graphic: 

It ought tobe a long time beforethe state 0! 
Georgia succeeds in placing in the northern states 
the $5,500,000 five per cent bonds just issued. A 
state that repudiated $8,000,000 in bonds in 1872 is 
not likely to prove faithful to later obligations if 
they can possibly be repudiated. 

The Graphic is usually well informed in 
regard to the matters of which it treats, but, 
in this instance, it has probably been misled 
by that well known bond manipulator, Henry 
Clews. There is no excuse, however, for iis 
misstatements. 

In the first place, the state of Georgia is 
not trying to place in the northern states the 
$3,500,000 five per cent bonds just issued. 
Georgia has never yet been, and never will 
-be, in a position where she will be compelled 
to ask favors of Wall street. She has never 
been, and never will be, in a position where 
her credit or her financial standing can be 
injured by such rascals as Clews, or by such 
publications as that which we haye repro- 
duced trom the Graphic. 

Georgia has no interest in placing her 
bonds on the gambling lists of Wall street, 
and there is no reason why they should beso 
placed. Asa matter of fact, the bonds have 
all been purchased before they are issued, 
and the state has nothing whatever io do 
with any movement to place them here, there 
or elsewhere. The purchasers, however, will 
have no sort of difficulty of placing them j1st 
where they choose, and on very nearly taeir 
own terms. 

If the Graphic had taken the trouble to in- 
vestigate the facts before disposing of the 
whole matter in a paragraph that seems to 
bear theanimusof Clews himself, it would 
have discovered that these new Georgia bonds 
are issued to take the place of bonds shortly 
to falldue. It would have discovered that 
the bonds to be redeemed have commauded 
apreminm among investors, and this, in 
spite of the clamor of Clews and other swin- 
dlers who haye made the most strenuous ef- 
forts to cripple Georgia's credit abroad. 

The Graphic ought to know, if it does not, 
that Clews has no sort of influence in the 
financial circles with which Georgia deals. 
There was a time when he did have some in- 
fluence, but ever then, with the financial wri- 
ters on every New York paper bribed to aid 
him, his lies had no more effect on Georgia’s 
credit than if he had neyer existed. Clews’s 
relations to the bogus bonds, with which he 
swindled a great many people, are perfectly 
well kpownin New York. In negotiating 
the bogus bonds, he acted as the broker ofa 
desperate republican ring in Georgia, and in 
no sense represented the state. The bozus 
bonds were placed with him by this ring, 
but before he could negotiate them the 
treasurer of Georgia, himself a republiczn, 
but benton preventing the projected rob- 
bery of the people, went to New York in 
person end put the public there on notice 
that the bonds held by Clews were illegally 
issued, and would never be recognized by 
the state. A similar notice was printed in 
the prominent European journals, and the 
state washed its hands forever of the whole 
dirty busmess. 


Ifthe Graphic choses to ally. itself with 


Clews, welland good. We havyeno sort of 
objection. Nothing that can be said or done 
in that quarter, or in any quarter, can 1b) are 
the credit of Georgia. The gameis an old 
cne—so old that it has ceased to be interest- 
ing. In order to show how it is progressing 
in this day and time, and what methods are 
employed to bring it abont, we desire to call 
the aitention of our readers toa brief article 
in another column from the New York 
Times. It will be observed that Mr. Henry 
Clews and Mr. Rufus B, Bullock—choice and 
kindred spirits—are engaged in a tremen- 
dous effort to prevent the sayings banks of 
New York from investing in the new Georgia 
bonds. 

It is natural and to he expected that Mr. 
“ews and Mr. Rufus B. Bullock should be 
in partnership in this matter, asthey have 
been in other matters, but it would be inter- 
esting to know just what they propose to ac- 
complish by it. One would suppose that both 
of these amiable persons would be satisfied 
by this time with their efforts to injure 
Georgia’s credit; but, even if satiety had not 
visited them, it is dificult to understand 
what they would be at in this instance. <As 
we have said before, the state haa nothing to 
do with the ¢fforta that are making to give 
the savings banksof New Yerk an oppor- 
tunity to investin the gili-edged securities 
of Georgia; but if it had, what would Ballock 
and Clews gain by defeating sucha move- 
ment? Do they suppose that the failure of 
the movement will legalize the bogus bonds 
that Clews negotiated? Or, do they suppose 
that it will injure the credit of the state? 
We understand the toothless malhics of 
Clews, but we do not understand the attitude 
of Bullock ip this matter. Nor do we care to 
understand it. : 


' OUR SCHOOLS AGAIN. 
in answer to the Athens Banner-Watc. 
man Tre Consrirurron desires to state in all 
kindness and with no intention of evasion of 
any sort, that it is unreservedly in favor of 


obeying both the letter and spirit of section 


one of article eight of the constitution of the 
siate of Georgia. That section was first 
adopted in a canvention made up of con- 


servative and represent:tive men, an! it was 


afterwards a'most unanimously adopted by 


the peopie of the state at the polls. it reads 


thus: “There shall be a rnoRoUGH sys‘em of 
commen schools for the education of chil- 
dren in the elementary branches of an Eag- 


lish education only, as nearly uaiform as 


practicable, the expenses of which shall be 
provided for by taxation, or otherwise. Ta2 
schools shall be free to all chi’dren of the 
state, but separate schools shall be provided 
for the white and colored races.”’ 

The section isaconservatiye one. It does 
not sey that the children of the state shail be 
taught at public expense drawing, or masic, 
or French, or Latin, or any other “high 
schoo!” study, but they sha!l be taught —all 
be taught at the expense of the state—tae 
elementary branches of an English educ:- 
tion. The constitution of Georgia does not 
say the white children of the state shall be 
so taught, nor does it propose to go back to 
the days of reconstruction, when educational 
efforts were chiefly confined to colored cail- 
dren. ‘All the children of the sta‘e,’’ is the 
languege of the constitution; and if our 
Athens contemporary will turn to his copy 
of the constitution, he can quickly acquire 
a clear and intelligible view of the situation. 
White tax payers cannot be taxed to educate 
white children, nor can colored property 
holders be taxed to educate colored children. 
All are to be taxed to maintain a thorough 
system of common schools, free to all chil- 
dren of the state. 

Now, what isa thorough system of com- 
mon schools? In the spirit of the constitu: 
tion it is plainly a system that will teaca all 
the children of the state the elementary 
branches of an English education. We have 
not had such a system, simply becauss we 
have not lived up to the constitution that we 
sanctioned. We have not kepiour mutu2l 
obligation; we have not done our constita- 
tional duty; for no one claims that the 
schools we maintain, outside of the cities of 
the state, meet the constitutional require- 
ment, . Poor as our schools are, they are kepi 
open only about three months in the year. 
Schools of such duration and character do 
not constitute ‘‘a thorough system” of any- 
thing. We decline to belieye our excellent 
contemporary, who is devoted to thorough 
journalism, would have the schools of the 
constitution less efficient than they are at 
present, 

The truth is, we cannot have better sshoo!s, 
under the constitution, unless we appropri- 
ate more money. Instead of half a million 
a year, says the Savannah News, one million 
and a half is needed to give us the schools 
contemplated by the framers of the cons:i‘u- 
tion. ‘An extra tax of one mill on the dol- 
lar,’ our Savannah contemporary adds, 
‘would make it possible to keep the public 
schools open six months inthe year. Will 
the general assembly have the courage to levy 
such atax? If this tax should bs levied the 
efficiency of ourcommon schools would be 
doubled, and the way for the perfecting oi 
the system would be plain to succeeding 
general assemblies.’’ The News has hit the 
nailon the head. To render the schools 
more etlicient, and nearer the letter and 
spirit of the constitutional requirement, we 
must yote more money.

back the story he had to tell, and told his wile 
that he had lost only two dollarsof the rent. He 
went off, brooded over his trouble and took the 
train for a neighboring town with the intention of 
borrowing money from old friends. In his 
absence the real estate agents found 
out the situation and frightened 
their janitor’s wife nearly to death. They took 
her bracelets and made an agreement that she 
should collect the rents and pay two dolars a 
week until the amount of her husband’s deficit 
was refunded. The poor woman’s lamentations 
and her self reproaches for having failed to sym- 
pathize with her husband in bis hour of trouble 
attracted attention. The Herald showed up the 
case in a pathetic article of a column in length. 
In-the meantime the husband had returned and 
had been jailed by the real estate agents on 
the charge of larceny. But the Herald article 
stirred the city from center to circumference. An 
eminent legal firm took the matter in hand with- 
out fee or reward, and in an hour the janitor was 
afreemnan, Thereal estate men who were not 
conscicus Of having done anything unbusiness- 
like, found themselyes regarded as moral mon- 
sters. Considerably puzzled and badly scared, 
they promised to keep the man in his position. 
Substantial offers of help rolled in upon the bewil- 
dered janitor and his wife, and one 
wealthy manufacturer insisted upon lending the 
man the money he needed, and ofiered him a 
place at a good salary. Doubtless this was a proper 
case for the exercise of sympathy and generosity, 
and yet if it had not been for a graphic local article 
in a great newspaper the penitentiary would have 
received one more wretched convict, and one more 
broken hearted woman would have been leit to 
pine and die in the streets of New York!

AN ABSCONDING CASHIBR. 


Met by One of Mis Victims on the High 
Seas, 

LONDON, May 29,—Arthur E, Marsh, the abscond- 
ing superintendent of the firm of Koch, Sonus & 
Co., New York, was arrested at Queenstown on 
board the steamer Nevada, of the Guion line, which 
arrived therethis morning. Assoon as the Nevada 
wa reported, a member of the London branch of 
the firm, accompanied by a detective, went 
on board, and the former immediately discovered 
Marsh among the passengers, He was traveling 
under the assumed nameGibaaltby. When Marah 
jound himseli in the presence of a member of the 
firm he had robbed he became very penitent and 


surrendered allthe money in his possession, to- 
gether with his effects, and begged not to be pros- 
ecuted, The amount Marsh absconded with was 
$50,000. Koch, whose firmin New York had been 
defrauded by Superintendent Marsh, came here 
from Berlin when informed by telegraph of the 


embezzlement and the departure of Marsh. 
He quickly learned it would be 
impossible to get any aid in the matter, 


either from the English government or Mr. Phelps, 
United States minister, owing to the fact that the 
extradition treaty does not include embezzlement 
among the list of extraditable offenses.fKoch thea 
bastened to Queenstown, where he secured the 
services of a detective, and boarded the steamship 
upon her arrival there from New York. Near the 
smokingroom he found the fugi- 
tive Marsh, and greeted him with 
‘*Good morning.” 

Marsh, dumbfounded by the recognition, was 
unable to answer the salutation, and gazed Va: 
ers and nervously at the detective. Koch then 
said: 

“I want to speak with you.”’ 

Marsh, with quivering lips and in tremulous 
tones, asked Koch to accompany him to his state- | 
room, where he fell prostrate, completely exhaust- 
ed, upon the seat. He was deathly pale, aad 
gasped: 

“Don’t prosecute: I will make it all right.’’ 

He added, as he was recovering his composure, 
that he had only $200 with him. Koch asked 
where was the remainder, and Marsh replied: 

‘I gave it to my wife.”’ 3 

He, however, quickly supplemented this ex- 
pression with the statement: 

lam confused. I have more cash among my 
baggage. I will surrenderit and make matters 
right on the way to Liverpool. The Queenstown 
detective here took his leave, Koch remarking: 

“T have arranged with the detective, Humph- 
reys, to weet me at Liverpool.’’

CHICAGO, May 29—There was an excited market 
for all deals on change to-day with lower prices 
prevailing, and the downward movement extend. 
ed also to provisions. Receipts of both wheatand 
corn were large, and with no particular outside 
support, a savage raid was made by the bears, 
which carried prices to the lowest point current 
since April 19,and nearly 4c lower than a week 
ago. This was done inspite of the most damag- 
ing reports which have yet been received concern- 
ing the growing winter wheat crop. The bears 
contend, however, that until the large stocks here 
and at Duluth have been worked off lower prices 
are bound to prevail, and they enforced the argu- 
ment by indulging in a great deal of short selling 
and also drawing some long wheat. The claim is 
made, however, that some very extensive lines of 
long wheat are being purchased in perfection Sof 
the confidence of very high high prices for wheat 
when the crop situation is once appreciated. 
July wheat sold at one time at 873<c, which is 10 
under the highest price reached during the pres- 
ent year for that option. The feeling on theafter- 
noon board was somewhat firmer on the state- 
ment that there was more shipping inquiry, but 
the advance was not marked, and the market 
Closed 1c under yesterday.

And Tells a Constitution Man the Status of 
| the Railroad Rate War, 

Major Henry Fink, receiver of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, is at 
the Kimball. <A Constitution reporter called 
on him last night and asked: 


“Ts it true the passenger rate war is ended?” | 


“I know nothing of any war,” said Major 
Fink. “The Bast Tennessee is certainly not 
in any war.”’ 

“There is a general impression in this sec- 
tion that we've had an epidemic of cheap 
riding,’ said the reporter. “What about the 
report that you had ordered the cutting of 
passenger rates to cease?”’ 

“The only thing I have done is this,” said 
Mejor Fink, “Mr. Wrenn made a mistake in 
putting cut rates from Augusta ana Columbus 
and | have asked himto withdraw his inde- 
pendent ticket offices. We can get all we 
want without resorting to that.” 

‘“Whet about Florida points?”

“What about the cuts against the Central?”’ 

‘‘We will have to get business by offering 
inducements to passengers. We are not onan 
equal footing to compete with the Central at 
all points, and will cut the rate.’’ 

‘‘Have the roads agreed with you on a dif- 
ferential rate?’’ 

**No.”’ 

‘‘The Central says it will meet any cut you 
make. What will you do if they meet the 
differential that you arrange for yourself?” 

‘‘The world is too full of trouble to hunt for 
it. I'l} meet that emergéncy when it arises,’ 
said Major Fink. 

‘It is understood here that you have been 
fighting to get intothe union passenger depot?” 

“That is a mistake. They say they haven’t 
got room for me there, and I wouldn’t like to 
crowd ’em. We are out and will try to make 
up the differeuce by offering a lower rate.’’ 

‘“‘How much lower?” 

‘Enough lower to make the people travel 
by our line.

A Ci‘y with Bright Prospects Blighted by Filth and 
a Lack of Waterand Urainege—A Story that is 
too Terrible to Consider— Atlanta Needs 
Water and Sewers—Other Points. 


Professor William Wallace, an old citizen 


Atlanta, tells an exceedingly interesting story 
of the downfall of Memphia through inat- 
tention to sanitary matters. As Atlanta is 
now considering the question of water and 
sewers the story of Memphis will be read with 
especial interest. 

Said Protessor Wallace to a ConstirurTion re- 
porter yesterday in answer to a question: 


‘(Memphis lies on the eastern bank of the 
Mississippi river, at an elevation of about 135 
feet above the river. The ground is aloam 
deposit. Before Memphis became a city of 
epidemics she had about 65,000 population, 
and was rapidly growing. In 1870, before the 


terrible scourge of 1873, Memphis had 
70,000. The city - had a wonderful 
future. By to-day Memphis should have had 


200,000 population. Before the epidemic 
rey in Memphis was fabulously high. 
Corner lots on principal streets would sell for 
$2,000 per front foot. There was one lot with 
sixteen feet front, on Main street, that] re- 
mem ber sold for $36,000, and the only building 
on it was a two-story structure not worth more 
than $2,000, For fifty miles from Memphis 
every acre was capable of being made a beau- 
tiful suburban residence. For the first twelve 
miles on the Memphis and Charleston road 
there were 
FOURTEEN STATIONS, 

and never in that distance would one pass out 
of sight of a beautiful villa. Memphis occu- 
je the only site between St. Louis and New 

rleans where a great city could be built. 
The city was receiving half a million bales 
fof cotton a year and was doing 
a business in proportion, The 
business men were shrewd, enterprising and 
confident of the great futtre of the city. But 
where is Memphis to-day? The population 
dropped from 72,000 to 34,000 and is even now 
only about 40,000, if 1 am correctly informed. 
The property is at a standstill. You cannot 
rent much qf it for enough to pay the taxes, 
| and many handsome residences are offered 
rent free to any one who will take careof them. 
I know of one magnificent residence that, with 
the lot, cost $100,000 which sold for $6,000. 

HOW MEMPHIS MISSED IT. 

“Te'l me about the epidemic,” said the 
reporter, 

“The health of Memphis has been contin- 
uously bad since 1865. Memphis had no 
sewer system. 
filih. it was a festering sore of uncleanliness. 
In 1865 they began to tear up the streets to lay 
down pavements. These pavements were ot 
green cypress timber that in three years had 
so rotted as to be utterly valueless. Immedi- 
ately following the tearing up of these pave- 


1865 and 1666. In 1867 the streets were again 
torn up.tolay water pipes and another epi- 
demic of yellow fever followed. In 1873 the 
streets were torn up to lay the new {gaspipes 
and a terrific epidemic of yellow tever fol- 
lowed. In 1878 we had another epidemic, the 
result simply of accumulation of filth from 
all quarters. The, filth of Memphis was just 
beyond conception. It was a reeking, soak- 
ing mass of uncleanness,’ The basements 
reeked with filth, and there were several in- 
stances where men in passing through their 
business houses broke through the rotten floor, 
fell into the mass of fetal matter and 
strangled.” 

‘‘Tel] me about the epidemics?” 

‘‘The epidemics of 1865, 1866 and 1867 were 
very trying, but they were borne without any 
very serious interruption of business. At all 
of 

THE YELLOW FEVER EPIDEMICS 
we had cholera. We never had one without 
the other. The epidemic of 1873 was a terrible 
affair. From September 9th to December 15th 
we buried six thousand of our people.” 

“Do you think there is any doubt as to the 
cause of the disease?”’ 

‘“T do not. In 1867 and 1868 a new jail was 
built for Schley county, which is the county 
in which Memphis is located. It was built in 
one of the most unhealthy portions of the city. 
I was the attorney-general and chairman of 
the building committee. I proposed to the 
building committee that in case I was per- 
mitted to regulate the sanitary condition of 
the jail I would yield 
on al] other questions, simply 
Voting in case ot atie. It was agreed to and 
I went to Cincinnati and secured a glazed iron 
pipe thirty inches in diameter, which was run 
from the central wing of the prison and ter- 
minated in Wolfriver, at its confluence with 
the Mississippi. Into that,a two inch pipe 
was inserted, from each cell in the jail." We 
built awater tower that held a hundred thou- 
sand gallons of water and with an engine 
we kept it full. Wecompelled the prisoners 
to turn on the water regularly, and whenever 
a man failed to do it the water was turned on 
him inaway that he did not soon forget. 
There was an average of 

A HUNDRED PRISONERS 
in the jail, and yet, although Memphis passed 
through two severe epidemics after the jail 
was built, there was never a case of yellow 
fever in the prison. It was the only 
place in Memphis that was considered 
eafe from the disease. This wag the case in 
spite of the fact that the jail was in four 
hundred yards of where the disease raged 
most violently. Drainage and ventilation I 
consider saved it. Lack of drainage, impure 
water, and filth caused the destruction of 
Memphis, brought yellow fever and cholera 
there and killed at least fifteen thousand 
ay ll 

“How is the city now?” 

“Since the United States health commission 
took charge ot the sanitary condition of the 
city there has been no epidemic of yellow 
fever.” 

AT SHREVEPORT, 

“Do you know anything about Shreveport?” 

“Yes. A steamer with 160 cattle on board 
struck a sneg and went down within three- 
quarters of a mile of the town. The people 
dragged the cattle out, skinned them and left 
the carcasses to rot inthe Julysun. By the 
15th of August Shreveport was more terribly 
scourged, if possible, than Memphis. Grena- 
da’s yellow fever was caused by the draining 
of a sixty-acre marsh inJuly. At leastthree- 
——- of the population that remained there 
died.” 

‘*What do you think about Atlanta?” 

“Nature has done everything for Atlanta 
that she could do, but Atlanta has not 
done enough for herself. The idea 
of taxing meters! You ought to put a premi- 
um on people that would turn the water on. 
The same danger threatens Atlanta that 
threatens all other cities that lack a se wer, 
system and an | | 

ABUNDANCE OF WATER, 

Water should be as free as the air and the 
sunshine. Itcarries away the filth that the 
air and the sunshine cannot carry off. The 
question should net be a ques- 
tion of expense. The. water ought to 
come in the greatest abundance. One epi- 
demic would do Atlanta more harm than the 
Chattahoochee canal twice over would cost. 
We are now stinted in the supply. It should 
be lavish. Cleanliness is an shes ute condition 
to health, and without health no city can ever 
be magnified into a great city. I expect to 
live and die here, and I want to see Atlanta’s 
health protected. Todo that,we must have good 
water and plenty of 1t, and a good sewerage 
system. We must go tothe river or some such 
place for cur water.” 

Professor Wallace wasa leading lawyer of 
Memphis and is a man of intelligence and a 
thinker.
